ORIENTATION  WEEK 

The  moment  you  arrive  at  Sweet  Briar  your  "Big  Sister"  will  be  there 
to  meet  you.  She  is  a  member  of  the  Orientation  Committee,  composed  of 
Sophomores.  Each  has  two  or  three  "Little  Sisters"  whom  she  has  written 
or  talked  with  during  the  summer.  You  can  always  count  on  your  "Big 
Sister"  to  be  willing  to  help  you,  not  only  during  Orientation  Week  but 
during  the  whole  year. 

For  your  first  week  on  campus  many  events  are  planned  to  acquaint 
you  with  Sweet  Briar.  A  schedule  of  what's  happening  during  the  week 
is  given  to  you  when  you  arrive.  Administrative  officers  of  the  college  and 
heads  of  student  organizations  will  explain  the  academic  program,  the 
Honor  System,  and  the  Student  Association.  You  will  meet  the  Assistant 
Dean  who  will  serve  as  counselor  for  your  class  during  its  first  year.  She 
will  advise  you  on  any  problems  or  questions  you  may  have  concerning 
the  academic  aspects  of  college  life.  Tours  of  the  campus  are  given  during 
this  week  and  many  community  events  are  planned,  such  as  small  coffee 
parties  with  faculty  members  and  a  reception  given  by  President  and  Mrs. 
Whiteman. 

Also  a  freshman  mixer,  (which  everyone  attends  en  masse),  is  arranged 
soon  after  college  opens.  You  will  meet  men  from  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia, Washington  and  Lee,  Virginia  Military  Institute,  and  Hampden- 
Sydney.  Usually  the  mixer  begins  with  a  buffet  in  the  Quad  and  is  followed 
by  entertainment  in  the  Dell  and  later  by  a  dance  in  the  gym.  The  whole 
evening  is  very  informal,  and  there  is  none  of  the  old-style  "meet  somebody 
quick"  mixer-pressure. 


TRADITIONS  AT  SWEET  BRIAR 


Each  of  you  soon  discovers  that  Sweet  Briar  has  many  traditions.  Some 
are  sentimental;  others  are  light-hearted;  but  all  are  meaningful. 

Early  in  the  year  you  might  see  and  hear  a  group  of  girls  singing  and 
marching  down  the  halls  of  your  dorm.  Don't  be  alarmed  —  this  is 
TAPPING,  the  traditional  way  that  some  clubs  choose  new  members.  The 
Aints  and  Asses,  Bum  Chums,  Paint  and  Patches,  Chung  Mungs  and  Sweet 
Tones  tap  the  doors  of  the  newly-chosen  members.  Other  clubs  and  or- 
ganizations elect  or  select  members  from  the  student  body,  but  many  are 
open  to  all  on  the  basis  of  interest. 


Every  year  a  day  in  October  is  set  aside  to  honor  the  founders  of 
Sweet  Briar.  FOUNDERS'  DAY  is  celebrated  with  a  convocation  in  Bab- 
cock  Auditorium  and  the  traditional  hike  to  Monument  Hill  where  flowers 
are  laid  upon  the  graves  of  the  founders.  Morning  classes  are  cancelled 
and  all  members  of  the  community  take  part  in  the  ceremony. 

On  this  day  the  Seniors  wear  their  black  academic  robes  for  the  first 
time.  Freshmen  hem  the  robes  for  the  Seniors.  Be  sure  to  sign  up  to  hem 
a  robe.  It's  a  good  way  to  meet  a  Senior  and  her  friends  whom  you  might 
not  have  known  before. 

PARENTS'  DAY  is  your  family's  chance  to  meet  your  professors  and 
your  college  friends  and  see  the  campus  with  you  as  their  guide.  Parents' 
Day  is  usually  held  late  in  October.  Be  sure  to  make  motel  reservations 
early  if  your  parents  are  coming. 

During  this  weekend  the  Seniors  produce  their  SENIOR  SHOW.  It  is 
always  hilarious  and  is  great  entertainment  for  you  and  your  parents. 

Once  every  four  years,  the  Faculty  takes  time  from  scholarly  pursuits 
to  create  their  own  version  of  the  world  of  the  theater— THE  FACULTY 
SHOW.    The  next   Faculty  Show  will   be  in    1974. 

As  we  move  around  the  calendar,  STEP  SINGING  marks  off  fall, 
Christmas,  and  spring.  At  this  traditional  gathering  of  all  four  classes  in 
front  of  the  Refectory,  each  class  sings  its  songs,  starting  with  the  seniors, 
who  occupy  their  coveted  Senior  Stairs,  which  they  alone  may  use. 

At  the  JUNIOR  BANQUET  which  is  held  in  March,  toasts,  prophecies, 
and  high  spirits  prevail.  Class  rings  are  presented  at  the  Banquet  and  the 
Juniors  return  to  challenge  the  Seniors  for  their  stairs  and  status. 


In  the  spring,  two  more  traditional  events  take  place.  AMHERST 
COUNTY  DAY  is  held  on  a  Saturday  in  April.  It  is  like  an  old-fashioned 
fair  with  contests  and  exhibits,  games,  political  speeches,  homemade  food 
and  a  jousting  tournament. 

LANTERN  NIGHT  is  perhaps  the  loveliest  tradition  at  Sweet  Briar 
and  is  the  last  even!  before  graduation.  Each  Senior  chooses  an  under- 
classman who  makes  an  original  lantern  which  usually  represents  some- 
thing symbolic  or  meaningful  to  her.  The  Seniors  wear  their  robes  and 
the  underclassmen  are  dressed  in  white  for  an  outdoor  candlelight  pro- 
cession. It  is  a  very  special  ceremony  and  makes  many  freshmen  aware 
that  their  first  hectic,  fun-filled  year  is  too  quickly  coming  to  an  end. 


FURNISHING  YOUR  ROOM 

You  are  probably  wondering  where  you  will  be  living  and  what  your 
roommate  will  be  like.  These  are  only  a  few  of  the  hundred  and  one 
questions  on  your  mind.  Don't  bring  too  many  things  for  your  room; 
you  can  send  home  for  those  extras  you  need  or  buy  them  in  Lynchburg. 

Your  room  will  have  a  desk  and  chair,  bookcase,  chest-of-drawers,  wall 
mirror,  and  bed.  There  is  also  a  lock-box  for  your  valuables.  These  es- 
sential items  don't  add  much  to  the  room's  decor  and  comfort,  but  this 
gives  you  and  your  roommate  a  chance  to  exercise  your  decorative  ingenuity 
to  make  your  room  appear  unique.   Here  are  a  few  suggestions  to  help  you: 

1.  Essentials:  sheets  (4,  and  contour  sheets  are  very  convenient),  pillow- 
cases and  pillow,  mattress  pad  (required),  blankets,  wash  cloths  and 
towels,  2  laundry  bags. 

2.  You  will  probably  want  a  good  desk  lamp.   Don't  forget  extension  cords. 

3.  A  typewriter,  alarm  clock,  and  waste  basket  are  practical  necessities. 
A  clock  radio,  record  player  and  small  TV  are  nice  to  have. 

4.  Curtains,  bedspreads,  and  rug  should  be  bought  in  Lynchburg.  Until 
you  see  your  room,  you  won't  know  its  measurements  and  you  will 
want  to  collaborate  on  those  items  with  your  roommate. 

5.  Posters,  prints,  pictures,  and  other  wall  decorations  as  well  as  flowers 
and  throw  pillows  will  make  your  room  more  cheerful. 

6.  Don't  forget  incidentals  like  skirt  hangers,  a  sewing  kit  and  scissors, 
shower  cap,  a  soap  dish.    And  by  all  means,  bring  a  dictionary. 


ABOUT  CLOTHES 

Truthfully,  students  at  Sweet  Briar  wear  anything.  Your  best  bet  is 
to  bring  the  clothes  you  most  enjoy  wearing.  Closet  space  is  limited,  so 
don't  bring  too  much.  The  weather  is  usually  warm  through  October, 
and  an  umbrella  and  raincoat  are  advisable.  Later  it  gets  fairly  cold,  so 
be  sure  to  include  sweaters,  mittens,  and  anything  else  to  keep  you  warm, 
especially   a  heavy  winter  coat  and   boots. 

For  campus  concerts,  lectures,  and  plays,  and  for  college  weekends, 
you  may  need  some  basic  wool  dresses  and  heels.  If  you  are  planning  to 
ride  horseback,  you  will  need  riding  boots,  breeches,  a  riding  coat,  and 
a  hard  hat. 

Sweet  Briar  has  its  own  laundry,  and  nametapes  must  be  sewn  on 
everything  you  send  to  it.  Laundry  is  collected  each  week  and  delivered 
to  the  dorms  two  days  later.  You  have  a  weekly  laundry  allowance  which 
most  girls  find  adequate,  but  if  you  exceed  it  you  pay  a  small  additional 
charge  and  pick  up  your  clean  laundry  at  the  Information  Center.  A 
laundromat  is  also  available  on  campus,  if  you  are  the  do-it-yourself  type. 
For  dry-cleaning,  several  local  firms  employ  student  agents  who  will  take 
care  of  sending  your  clothes  out  and  getting  them  back  for  you. 

If  your  clothes  need  alterations  beyond  your  skill,  there  are  seam- 
stresses on  campus. 


MONEY:    HERE  TODAY  AND  GONE  TOMORROW 

You  will  be  amazed  at  the  number  and  variety  of  items  that  drain 
your  college  allowance.  The  Student  Activities  Fee  of  $50  is  due  on 
arrival.  It  supports  Student  Association  activities,  publications,  and  various 
campus  organizations.  During  the  year  you  will  be  asked  to  help  pay  for 
dorm  and  class  parties,  and  contribute  to  the  Student  Development  Fund. 
We  suggest  starting  with  a  monthly  allowance  of  $50  to  cover  expenses. 

Textbooks  and  supplies  each  term  will  add  up  to  a  sizable  amount  at 
the  Book  Shop  and  must  be  paid  in  cash  or  by  check.  Gifts  and  other 
items  may  be  charged  to  your  account,  until  the  day  of  reckoning  comes. 
We  suggest  planning  on  $50  to  $75  per  term  for  textbooks.  If  you're 
looking  for  second-hand  books,  see  the  "For  Sale"  board  in  Gray  dormitory. 

Don't  overlook  cash  lor  dry-cleaning,  repairs,  and  $3.67  for  post  office 
box  rent.  For  off-campus  weekends,  count  on  costs  for  transportation  and 
lodging.  The  round-trip  bus  fare  to  Charlottesville  is  about  $4.50  and  to 
Lexington,  about  $3.00. 

To  save  money  on  transportation,  check  the  Ride  Board  in  Gray. 
Car-owners  post  notices  of  space  for  passengers  to  various  destinations. 
This  is  the  cheapest  way  to  go,  but  if  you  can't  find  a  ride,  you  can  go 
by  bus.  The  nearest  bus  stop  is  at  Jennings  TV  shop  on  Main  Street  in 
Amherst,  which  can  be  reached  by  local  bus  or  taxi  from  Sweet  Briar. 

Depending  on  time  and  destination,  you  may  want  to  take  a  train, 
or  plane.  The  Southern  Railway  runs  through  Sweet  Briar  and  trains  may 
be  boarded  at  Monroe,  five  miles  from  campus.  Piedmont  Airlines  serves 
Lynchburg,  but  the  trip  to  the  airport  by  taxi  is  expensive,  so  it  is  advisable 
to  share  a  taxi  with  other  students. 


II  you  plan  to  ride  horseback,  Sweet  Briar  has  much  to  offer  you. 
The  cost  depends  on  the  frequency  of  rides  per  term. 

The  Campus  Cashier  at  the  Treasurer's  Office  will  cash  personal  checks 
upon  presentation  of  an  I.  D.  card  issued  by  the  college. 

.Many  girls  earn  extra  money  by  working  in  a  self-help  job,  such  as 
waitress  in  the  dining  halls  or  in  the  Bistro  or  the  Wailes  Center  dining 
room,  assisting  in  offices  or  libraries  or  laboratories,  or  baby-sitting,  to 
name  only  a  few.    Some  also  type  papers  or  do  sewing  alterations. 
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CLUBS  AND  ACTIVITIES 

TAU  PHI 

Comprised  of  a  small  number  of  Seniors  and  Juniors  who  have  shown  an 
outstanding  combination  of  scholarship  and  constructive  influence,  Tau 
Phi  aims  to  stimulate  scholarly  interests  at  Sweet  Briar  through  lectures 
and   topical   discussions. 

CHUNG  MUNGS 

This  sheet-clad  society  of  nine  Seniors  and  four  juniors  delights  in  robbing 
the  Tau  Phi's  of  some  of  their  dignity.  During  the  year  they  sell  Tuesday 
night  Goodies  in  the  dorms  to  raise  funds  for  worthy  causes.

The  members  of  this  sophomore  honorary  society  are  elected  by  their 
classmates  in  the  spring  of  freshman  year  for  the  spirit  and  enthusiasm 
they  have  displayed.  Their  purpose  is  to  promote  class  spirit,  and  their 
names  are  kept  secret  until  spring  Step  Singing  of  their  sophomore  year. 
Meanwhile  their  rivals,  the  Bum  Chums,  try  their  best  to  unveil  the 
Q.  V.s'   identities. 

BUM  CHUMS 

"The  Notorious  Ten"  are  chosen  near  the  end  of  sophomore  year,  the 
night  of  spring  Step-Singing.  They  involve  themselves  in  various  com- 
munity activities,  including  the  Bloodmobile  visit,  and  are  renowned  for 
their  "Bum  Chum  Inns"— shows  given  twice  a  year. 

PAINT  AND  PATCHES 

Whether  you  are  interested  in  acting,  directing  or  stage  production,  the 
drama  club  offers  opportunities  for  you.  Membership  is  attained  after 
accumulation  of  hours  of  work  on  stage  or  behind  the  scenes.

Their  foremost  purpose  is  to  stage  take-offs  of  P  8c  P  productions.  A  sense 
of  humor  and  the  ability  to  concoct  spur-of-the-moment  skits  are  pre- 
requisites. Newly-tapped  members  are  Half-Asses  until  they  prove  them- 
selves by  presenting  a  show.  A  &;  A  is  one  of  the  clubs  which  has  tapped 
faculty  members. 


DANCE  THEATRE 

Membership  is  open  to  dancers  who  qualify  on  the  basis  of  performance, 
technical  ability,  and  interest.  In  the  spring  they  present  a  recital  with 
original  dance  compositions. 

SWEET  TONES 

A  small  singing  group,  chosen  from  all  classes  at  try-outs,  The  Sweet  Tones 
perform  at  various  social  events.  Shortly  before  Christmas  vacation,  the 
Sweet  Tones  sing  Christmas  carols  through  the  dorms  just  as  it's  time  to 
get  up.

All  who  are  interested  in  art  are  invited  to  join  the  Art  Club,  which 
sponsors   art  exhibitions   and  lectures. 

ABLA 

Abla,  which  means  sister  in  Turkish,  is  the  name  of  the  peer-counseling 
service  on  campus.  The  counselors  took  intensive  training  for  several 
months  to  be  able  to  talk  with  fellow  students  about  any  problem  they 
may  have.   Abla  counselors  are  available  every  evening. 

PUBLICATIONS 

A  weekly  newspaper,  THE  SWEET  BRIAR  NEWS,  welcomes  those  who 
like  to  write  or  take  pictures,  as  does  the  BRIAR  PATCH,  the  college 
yearbook.  The  literary  magazine,  THE  BRAMBLER,  will  give  you  a 
chance  to  display  your  literary  or  artistic  talents. 
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GUIDES 

Student  Guides  show  prospective  students  and  other  guests  around  the 
campus.  If  you  would  like  to  be  a  volunteer  Guide,  apply  to  the  Admission 
Office. 

CHALLENGE 

This  is  an  organization  of  volunteers  working  in  conjunction  with  the 
Amherst  County  Welfare  Department  to  tackle  community  problems  in 
a  constructive  way.  Activities  include  tutoring  children,  helping  needy 
families,  and  assisting  elderly  persons. 
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SPORTS 

Every  student  may  participate  in  the  activities  of  the  ATHLETIC  AS- 
SOCIATION. In  the  fall,  there  is  hockey,  tennis,  and  lacrosse;  in  winter, 
it's  basketball,  dance,  gymnastics,  paddle  tennis,  and  squash;  and  tennis, 
lacrosse,  golf,  boating,  canoeing,  and  swimming  are  offered  in  the  spring. 
Intramural  competitions  take  place  throughout  the  year,  and  Sweet  Briar's 
varsity  teams  play  nearby  colleges  in  hockey,  basketball,  lacrosse  and  tennis. 
The  AA  also  sponsors  hiking  and  ski  trips. 

Horseback  riding  is,  of  course,  a  very  popular  year-'round  sport.  Riding 
events  include  several  horse  shows,  hunter  trials,  and  annual  riding  clinics. 
Our  excellent  facilities  include  a  large  indoor  arena  in  the  new  Rogers 
Riding  Center  and  extensive  cross-country  trails  and  paneling. 

POLYGLOTS 

Sweet  Briar's  French  House  has  a  French  exchange  student  who  takes 
charge  of  many  activities  and  keeps  all  conversation  going  en  francais. 
Films  and  lectures  are  sponsored  by  the  Italian  and  Spanish  clubs,  which 
are  open  to  all  who  are  especially  interested  in  those  countries.  Language 
tables  are  arranged  for  students  who  want  to  practice  conversational  French, 
Italian,  Spanish  and  German. 

When  you  arrive  at  Sweet  Briar  you  will  find  other  organizations  whose 
functions  and  purposes  are  more  widely  known,  such  as  WOMEN'S  LIB, 
YWCA,  YOUNG  REPUBLICANS  and  YOUNG  DEMOCRATS.  In  ad- 
dition, there  is  the  STUDENT  DEVELOPMENT  COMMITTEE,  an 
adjunct  of  the  college  Development  program,  whose  members  are  appointed. 
Members  of  the  CHOIR  are  chosen  by  audition,  and  those  serving  on  the 
CHAPEL  COMMITTEE,  CURRICULUM  COMMITTEE  and  VOCA- 
TIONAL GUIDANCE  COMMITTEE  are  elected  by  each  class. 
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Just  outside  your  skin  is  your  environment. 

At  Sweet  Briar  this  environment,  your  new  world,  will  be  full  of  people 
and  ideas  for  you  to  explore.

FACEBOOK  —  the  publication  with  all  those  horrendous  freshman  pictures, 
a  prized  possession  of  all  fraternities. 

HOSTEL  —  comfortable,  inexpensive  overnight  lodging  for  men  guests. 

HOURLY  —  an  hour-long  test,  pre-announced. 

This  is  where  you  get  the  local  bus 
to  Amherst  or  Lynchburg,  order  taxis,  meet  your  dates  who  are  un- 
familiar with  campus,  check  bus  and  plane  schedules,  pick  up  your 
Sunday  papers.

P.  O.  —  all  paths  lead  to  the  Post  Office  in  Manson,  so  follow  the  crowd 
and  you  will  soon  become  acquainted  with  this  universal  center. 

PINKIES  —  the  Pinkerton  men,  Sweet  Briar's  campus  guards.

RING  GAME  — a  Senior  tradition  played  near  the  Senior  stairs  whereby 
a  Senior  announces  her  engagement.
